Scores of customary voting places have been 


consolidated into 29 boxes throughout the five 
Golden Circle counties involved in the Trinity 
River Authority bond issue election under the 
direction of TRA legal counsel Robert Gresham 
of Arlington, who is helping set up the 17-county 
election Tuesday. 


Election judges—in all identifiable instances 


regular election judges called on for other local 
elections—will count their own ballots and report 
the totals directly to TRA headquarters in 
Arlington, then turn the physical ballots and 
ballot boxes over to the county clerks in each of 
the affected counties, Gresham said. 


The ballots will be retained for canvassing and 


any potential requests for re-counts. 


Counties in the Golden Circle whose voters 


may rule on the $150 million bond question 


ssday are Navarro, Ellis, Freestone, Hen- 


derson and Kaufman. (Limestone County, which 
would be strongly affected by proximity to any 
Trinity development, is not in the Trinity 
watershed, so its voters are not included in the 
bonding decision—nor are voters in the City of 
Teague and other western areas of Freestone 
County, only the eastern part of which drains 
into the Trinity.) 


Only one polling place has been set up for each 


of the five county seats: Corsicana, Waxahachie, 
Kaufman, Fairfield and Athens, and other voting 
boxes have been set up in central locations 
throughout the counties.

A "reassignment" of jobs in the 


Title I program will cause Mrs. 
Jerry S. (Richie) Scott to lose her 
job as supervisor next year, Supt. 
Joe Seale said Wednesday, He 
noted "I'm certainly hoping she 
will be identified with the 
program in some manner" next 
year. 


Seale said, "There have been 


no dismissals" in the Title I 
program but said there will be 
reassignments. Seale has been 
selected by the 
Corsicana 


Independent School District 
Board of Trustees to be executive 
director of the Title I programs 
(and also to serve as director of 
Collins Scholarship Funds). 


Seale emphasized that he was 


not hired to replace Mrs. Scott. 
"My job will be director. Mrs. 
Scott was a supervisor and still is 
right not. I've already checked 
with T.E.A. (Texas Education 
Agency), and when you have a 
full time director you will need 
less people in a supervisory 
position. 


It is not known at this time 


when the reassignments will take 
place, Seale said. This in- 
formation will not be available 
until the school makes ap- 
plication for Title I funds. 


Seeale said Mrs. Scott will 


remain at her present position as 
supervisor for the remainder of 
this school year. After this year, 
"her job would no longer be a job 
as a supervisor," Seale said. 
"Hopefully her title will be as a 
reading specialist in the Title I 
program. She has tremendous 
qualificaitons there." 


Mrs. Scott's salary as a reading 


specialist "would be less than she 
gets now as supervisor," Seale 
said. He pointed out that he does 
not know how much less her 
salary will be until the Title I 
program for next year "is firmed 
up maybe in June or July." 


Mrs. Scott said this morning 


she has not reallv had 


"reassignment" and chose not to 


3nt about her plans after 


the supervisor job is phased out. 


"We know we are all subject to 


reassignment," she said. "That's 
in our contract."

A water and sewer rate ordinace approved by 


the City Commission Feb. 6 was amended 
Tuesday because the ordinance lowered the 
water rate for non-contract users outside city 
limits instead of raising the rate. 


The new rate, which will apply only to about 90 


customers who tap on to the water line between 
the City and Navarro Mills Reservoir will be: 
"$5 for the first 1,000 gallons or portion thereof, 
and for all water furnished in excess of 1,000 
gallons the rate shall be 85 cents per 1,000 
gallons." 


The ordinance as adopted last month provided 


a graduated rate scale so that the more water a 
customer used, the lower the price would be per 
gallon. The amended ordinance provides a fixed 
ate for all water used in excess of 1,000 gallons. 
"I goofed," City Manager Jack Russell ad- 


mitted to the Commission. "When we approved 
the ordinance, we actually lowered their rates."

ALONG THE TRINITY RIV- 


ER (AP) 
"You win, river." 


With that declaration, John 


Beck scrapped his farming ven- 
ture in 1966 and converted most 
of his 782 acres to pastureland. 


It didn't stop the flooding, but 


he figured that cows were more 
mobile than corn and cotton 
crops when the Trinity forced a 
hasty retreat. 


From his hilltop cabin, Beck 


can watch the Trinity creep or 
cascade from its banks and roll 
across 
his fertile Navarro 


County land. 


He has watched it do so for 


nearly 
40 years. 
Tw 
he 


says, it broke him. 


"It was just a great big old 


gamble," said Beck, 52, of Ke- 
rens, who inherited the river 
basin property from his grand- 
father. 


"Farming is a tremendous 


gamble anywhere, but 
when 


you have an overflow you may 
just not get 
anything," he 


added. 


Now hereford cattle graze the 


cleared pasture land and pine 
trees rise from the elevated 
slopes surrounding his cabin. 


And Beck, Navarro County 


Democratic chairman, spends 
much of his time drumming up 
support for the Trinity River 
Canal project. 


and 


He does so through a vehicle 


he helped create, "Better Envi- 
ronment, Not Endless Flooding 
in the Trinity" (BENEFIT). 


Composed of canal supporters 


in a nine-county, mid-Trinity 
area, the organization wants 
the river harnessed in part 
through 
construction 
of 
the 


Tennessee Colony Dam 
Reservoir. 


Beck freely admits that the 


reservoir, which would claim 
200 acres of his propez'ty, could 
enhance the value of his land, 
although not enormously. 


More importantly, he said, a 


controlled Trinity would benefit 
everyone up and down the riv- 
er, rescuing some dying com- 


munities and breathing new life 
into others, 


"I'm very conservation mind- 


ed," said Beck, a tall, friendly 
man with short greying hair. "I 
think the time is going to come 
when if we're to survive as a 
nation, we must use all of our 
land to make it most produc- 
tive." 


Leaning over his tractor, he 


looked down across the valley 
toward the Trinity, it's shore- 
line obscured by trees, and 
said: 


"A lot of funny things have 


happened down there." 


He recounted his battles with 


the river, including the "ter- 
rible black rises" when the wa- 


ter was so polluted it was unfit 
even for cattle. 


Once the flood waters rose 15 


feet overnight. Another time 
the rise was so rapid he barely 
got his cattle to the safety of 
high ground. 


"You never really 
know 


about that river," he mused. 


"But it's just like gambling ... 
and the odds are against you." 


Beck's odds have figured this 


way: An average of more than 


one flood a year for the last 40 
years, with the river flooding 
every year since 1964, the last 
of which was in January 1972.

Since 1849 There's Been Talk about a Trinity Canal-and There's Been Something Done about It, Too 


By GODFREY ANDERSON 


Associated Press Writer 


DALLAS (AP) - The first 


recorded meeting about im- 
proving the Trinity River was 
held at Huntsville in 1849 with 
steam navigation its object. A 
few years later an estimated 50 
boats were plying continuously 
to Trinic'ad in Kaufman County 
and to Porter's Bluff in Ellis 
County. 


At that time, local chroni- 


clers described the Trinity as 
"the deepest and least obstruct- 


ed river in Texas." 


That view isn't shared by ev- 


eryone today. 


"The Trinity is long, but no- 


body but a Texan would call it 
a 
river," 
wrote Robert 
N. 


Jones to a Dallas newspaper 
the other day. "People are 
questioning whether it 
flows 


enough water to float tugs and 
barges ... We don't need to 
raise any bridges. We should 
dig down until we find water." 


Back in 1914, the U.S. Army 


Corps of Engineers had already 


built some locks and dams to 
keep the lower river navigable. 
But after World War I, Con- 
gress cut off funds. Parts of the 
river began to stagnate. 


A first step towards what 


may become America's most 
ambitious and costly water de- 
velopment project was made by 
the late John W. Carpenter of 
Dallas and Amon G. Carter of 
Fort Worth in 1930. 


Working through their respec- 


tive chambers of commerce, 
they formed the Trinity River 


Canal Association, dedicated to 
revitalizing efforts to achieve 
barge navigation to the twin 
cities 
upstream. 
Later, 
this 


merged with other associations 
to form the existing Trinity Im- 
provement Association. 


Some effort was made to 


clean up pollution of the river 
after formation of the Trinity 
River Authority, a state agen- 
cy, in 1955. 


But it was 116 years after 


that first Huntsville meeting 
with President Lyndon B. John- 


son signed in 1965 the bill that 
meant authorization, for the ca- 
nalized river. 


Even that didn't get any 


steam shovels started. Before 
appropriating 
funds, 
at 
that 


time set at $911 million, Con- 
gress wanted a new study 
made of what it all might cost. 
This was started in January 
1967 and the Corps of Engineers 
filed its report in July of the 
following year. 


Since then, aerial mapping 


has cleared the way for some 


advance engineering and feder- 
al 
funds 
have been appro- 


priated to help the Texas High- 
way Department raise bridges 
to navigation level at several 
points on the river's course.
